To Develop Lignite Fields.

Now that the Government has rec- 
ognized gambling as a business and 
permits account of losses in it to be 
taken in making income tax returns, 
why cannot stealing, which is said to 
be everywhere growing in popularity 
and attracting more people, be vali- 
dated in some way? it seems prac- 
ticable to keep any particular ele- 
ment outside the pale of' society only 
as long as it is of no value to society 
by reason of being too few in number. 
As soon as the number increases to 
such an extent that an alliance 
strengthens society, as seemingly has 
just been the case with gamblers, the 


policy of aloofness or whatever we 
have hitherto felt, say, in the case of 
thieves, becomes impracticable. To 


permanent proscription of 
a big element such as is now stealing, 
as if it amounted to no more than 
some freak cult without any potential 
Possibilities, or could always be held 
in suppression as we succeed in doing 
with people who practice an eccentric 
trade such as murder or fortune tell- 
ing, is absolutely unwerthy of us as 
the successors of the practical Ger- 
mans. It is by numbers that we dig- 
nify what we do—not by choice of so 
doing. A great many people like 
thieves. The articulation of the busi- 
ness of stealing with the political busi- 
ness of running a big city is said to be 
so close that if all the thieves stopped 
stealing at once the city would fall. 
Hiow sound are we in ignoring that 
great fact? How absurd are we in de- 
manding to know why the police don’t 
do something?
